Back  in  the  days  when  there  were  saw  mills  in  almost  every  small 
town,  it  was  the  practice  to  cut  small  logs,  slabs,  etc.  in  short 
lengths  to  fit  stoves,  fireplaces.  A device  called  a saw  bur-k  held 
such  wood.  It  consisted  of  two  X shaped  frames,  joined  at  the  cross- 
es with  a connecting  timber  of  roughly  about  two  feet  long.  The 
bottom  four  legs  fitted  to  the  ground,  while  the  hollows  of  the 
upper  pieces  held  said  timbers  in  place  (you  hoped).  The  saw, 
known  as  a buck  saw  was  a wide  saw  held  in  a frame.  None  was  known 
or  heard  of  being  sharp  at  any  time.  You  were  supposed  to  hold  one 
foot  on  piece  being  sawn,  if  not  it  would  jump  around  thus  the  name 
"buck".  To  any  small  boy  whose  chore  included  this  task,  knew  the 
trouble  of  trying  to  keep  one  leg  elevated  while  gnawing  away.  The 
whole  arrangement  seemed  to  be  especially  designed  to  add  to  their 
torments .

Ever  held  more  than  a Billion  -Dollars  In'  your  hands  at  one  time? 

Well,  unless  you  work  fcrr  the  Bureau  of-  Engraving  "and  Printing  in 
Washington,.  D.C.  or  your  name  is  j,  Pa,ul  Getty,  the  answer  is 
probably  NO.  But  even  us  ipeons  got  that  chance  recently  at  the  4th. 
Annual  N.C.O.C.  Coin  Show,  put  on  by  the  Coin  Clubs  of.  Orange  County 
on  October  19-31,  1971.  It  was  held  at  the  Royal  Coach  Motor-  Hotel 
in  Anaheim,  California,  right  next  to  Disneyland  and  was  well  worth 
the  70  mile  trip  to  see  it. 

The  star  attraction  at  this  Annual  Show  was  the  Billion  Dollar 
Exhibit  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  and  the  U.S.  Treasury 
Department.-  Enclosed  in  a small-glass  case  were  the  following  U.S. 
Treasury  Notes?  Two  3500  million  notes  and  two  3100  million  notes, 
a grand  total  of  One  Billion,  Two  Hundred  Million  Dollars 
( 3» 200, 000, 000 . 00 ) . As  I lifted  this  case  in  my  hands,  I got  the 
feeling  that  if  I took  one  step  in  any  direction  a hundred  F.B.I. 
and  U.S,  Treasury  Agents  would  pop  out  of  the  walls,  descend  upon 
me  en  .masse  and.  engulf  me  in  a wave  of  humanity.  Of  course,  who 
would  ever  want  to  steal  it  anyway?  One  couldn't  just  walk  into 
their  local  bank  and  ask  for  change  for  five  hundred  million  dollars. 

Although  this  exhibit  was  billed  as  the  star  attraction,  it  was  not 
the  most  eye-catching  part  of  the  Treasury's  exhibit.  To  one  side 
were • three  uncut  sheets  of  U.S.  Currency.  The. .first  sheet, was 
composed  of  32  Kabis-Connally  notes,  but  without  the. -serial  numbers 
arid  Treasury  Seal  printed  on  them.  The  next  consisted  of  32  uncut 
Kabis-Connally  "star"  notes  from  theSan  Francisco  Federal  Reserve 
District,  These  all  had  the  same  last  fqu.r  numbers  and  each  of  the 
32  notes  had  a serial  number  40,000  higher  .than  the  preceeding  one. 
For  example? LOO  162000*,  L00202000*,  L002420’00*,  etc.  Finally,  the 
3rd  uncut  sheet  was  composed  of  32  Series  1966  3.100.  bills.  All  were 
tfstar*  notes  and  made  rrry  mouthy-water  just  looking  at  them. 

The  last  part  of  this  most  unusual  and  educatipnal  .exhibit  dealt  with 
the.  sub ject  of  counterfeiting.  Tt  explained  the  major  differences 
between  genuine  and  counterfeit  bills  and  had  excellent  examples 
of  the  31,,  35,  310,.  320,-  350  and  3100  genuine  and  counterfeit  bills 
right-  next  to  each  other  for  comparison.-  ‘ 

I also  had  the  honor. of  meeting  and  talking  with  Mr. .Dan -Kennedy, 
Production, Controller  of  the  U . S . Government ^ Printing  Of f ice. 
probably  gave  him  writer1 s cramp  by  having' him  sign  everything-  in 
sight,  including  a Series  1950-B  35  bill  over  which  he  actually 
supervised  the  printing.  He  has  been  with  the  B.E.P.  for  over  40 
years  and  has.probably  seen. over  a Trillion  dollars(31»000,000,000, 
000.00)  in  his. time.  I couldn't--  persuade'  b:j.m  'to,  give me  any  “free 
samples1!,  but  he  did  give  me  valuable  inside  information  on  methods 
of  printing  U ."S ...  currency , which  couldn*  t;‘be  obtained  from,  books. 

I am  very  determined  that  sometime  in  the  near  future,  I am  going  to 
visit  him  at  theB.E.P.  in  Washington,  D.  C.  to  witness  first  hand 
the  creation  of  the  notes  that  every  "greerr-blooded"  Ragpicker  dreams 

about. 
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In  reading  the  October  issue  of  the  "Ragpicker'-  I,  noticed  a couple 
of  members'  suggestions  that  the  "Ragpicker"  be  published  monthly. 

I personally  think  this  is  an  excellent  idea,  al/thoUgh  the  thought 
probably  would  give  the  Editor  fits(no  offense  iritehded,  Ralph). 
However,  on  giving  the  idea  further  thought,  the  idea  starts  to  grow 
on  you.  It  would  seem:- f'easable  to  publish,  the  "Ragpicker"  at  least, 
bi-monthly,  raise  membership  dues  to  $5,00,  get  an  assistant  editor 
to- help  with  this  .monumental  task  and  charge  a very  nominal  fee  for 
advertisements  of  four  lines  or  less,  say  50  cdnts,  or  10  cents  a 
line.

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THE  G.I.'S  BILLS  OF  PLIGHT

In  an  issue  Coin  World  depreciated  collectors  of  the  Barr  series 
of  SI  FRN*s.  They  know  little  or  nothing  whereof  they  write.

In  training  for  WW1 , we  were  continually  faced  with  the  phrase 
"proper  Army  nomenclature".  Every  item  of  issue  to  be  correctly 
and  completely  described^  Shoes,  dress  or  shoes,  field,  hob  nail 
(remember  those).  Leggings,  wool,  wrapping,  etc.  etc.  On  so 
called  governemt  property,  as  we  know  ordinary  garbage  cans, 
the  right  army  terms  Cans,  G.I.  W/W/WO/C,  which  meant  cans, 
galvanized  iron,. with  or  without  cover.  Remember  this,  please. 

The  fall  of  1918,  found  me  a member  of  the  tank  corps,  Northeast 
France.  Stationed  somewhat  behind  the  forward  lines  (the  further- 
est  back  I could  get,  you  betcha).  Up  front  in  the  area  of  the 
trenches,  G.I.  cans  were  placed  at  intervals.  If  and  when  a 
soldier  had  a call  of  nature,  he  had  to  use  these  receptacles 
for  relief,  a rule  strictly  enforced.  In  the  very  early  morn, 
at  that  time  of  'false  dawn,  when  you  can  barely  see,  came  a crew 
bringing  empty  containers,  carrying  off  the  used*  It  was  always 
raining  and  mud  in  those  parts  the  slickest  and  the  stickest. 

Two  men  to  a can  and  even  though  this  was  considered  a quiet^ 
zone,  they  did  not  tarry  as^the  dreaded  spectre  of  NO  MAN*S  LAND 
was  not  too  far  away.  Riding  in  Army  Nash  Quad  trucks,  with  four 
wheel  drive  and  four  wheel  steering,  solid  rubber  tires  and  high 
beds  of  steel.  Holding  their  unsavory  cargo  as  they  bounced  over 
the  rough  terrain.  The  lids  were  not  water  tight.  Their  plight 
was  not  made  one  iota  easier  by  the  jibes  and  jokes  of  the  onlookers. 
Assignment  to  this  task  was  usually  punishment  for  some  minor 
infraction  of  army  rules.  Caustic  inquiries  regarding  the  bad 
doings  of  the  disgruntod  detail  covered  many  fields,  none  of  them 
complimentary.  Soldiers  gleefully  awaited  their  arrival,  breaking 
the  monotony  of  the  long,  cold  and  wet  day.  Called  Can  Rushers, 
the  Latrine  Patrol,  etc.  every  day  a new  title  was  given  to  the 
luc kless^gang . Gradually  they  were  whittled  down  to  the  G.I. 
Fusiliers  and  finally  just  the  G.I.s. 

Armistice  brought  peace  and  early  in  1919,  I was  transferred  to 
special  duty  in  Paris,  France.  The  peace  conference  was  in  session, 
highlighted  by  the  presence  of  President  Wilson.  At  a gala  ball, 
General  Pershing  was  dancing  with  the  wife  of  a French  Marshall.

Salt,  how  commonplace  to  us  today,  Any  grocery  sells  salt  in  the 
United  States  for  .only  a few  cents.  Little  do  many  of  us  realize 
how  necessary  it  is  to  life,  itself.  It  can  be  considered  the  FIFTH 
ELEMENT ,• because  without.it,  life  could  not  exist  as  we  know  it.

Many  countries  are  not  as  fortunate  as  we  are,  with  our  vast  supplies 
of  this  essential  mineral.  Salt  is  taxed  heavily  in  many  countries 
today.  Once,' more  precious  than  rubies,  more  sought  after  than  gold, 
Wars  have  been  fought  and  lost  for  the  gain  or  lack  of,  just  plain 
salt  (Sodium  Cloride). 

In  early , days , even . primitive  man  recognized. the  need  for  salt.  It 
became  a well  known  trade  item  and  many  times,  a few  pounds  ..could 
demand  huge  sums,  of  wealth  in  exchange.  If  a mari  was  lazy,  it'  was 
said,  he-  was  "Not  to  be  worth  his  salt". 

Thieves,  stole  for  it,  men  murdered  because  of  it,  and  Kings 
worshipped  it,  It  is  even  said  to  be  a main  factor  in  the  loss  of 
the  Civil  war,  by  the  South.  Egyptians  employed  salt  in  behalf  of 
both  the  living  and  the  dead;  to  season  food  and  to  later  embalm  the 
dead.  Romans . guarded  their  salt  supplies  even  above  their  gold  and 
gems. 

Napoleon  Bonaparte  lef-t  400,000  dead  in  his  retreat  from  Moscow 
because  there  was  no  salt  in  their  diet  to  help  sustain  them.  The 
taxes  imposed  by  the  British,  became  a substantial  source  of 
revenue  in  their  colonies.  Men  worked  to  receive  salt  as  their  pay. 
Natives  passed-  by  trinkets  and  jewelry  to  trade  for  salt. 

Salt  also  was  used  to  ward  off  evil  spirits . To  throw  salt  over  ones 
shoulder,  was  a good  luck  omen.  The  Bible  mentions  salt  many,  many 
times.  Overturned  salt  mas  signified  as  ill  luck  for  Judas  at  the 
last  supper.  Lot*s  wife  was  turned  to  salt  as  recorded  in  the  Old 
T estament , 

Even  today,  salt  and  salt  tablets  are  used  as  money  in  some  parts  of 
the  world,  as  were  pieces  of  salt  thousands  of  year's  ago.  Salt  is 
used  in  some  phase  of  manufacture  of  nearly  every  item  we  have  today.

I sat  next  to  a new  acquaintance  Joseph  J.  Newman  of  Royal  Oak.  I 
learned  that  Mr.  Newman  is  of  Bi itish  descent,  was  at  Dunkirk, 
served  years  in  the  Royal  Guards  and  photographs  coins  and  paper 
money  as  a hobby.

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A couple  of  years  ago  I let  two  good  notes  get  away  from  me  to  a 
collector  who  wanted  them.  Since  though  I’ve  acquired  a few  more.  I 
have  seen  US  dollar  bills  with  several  signatures  all  over  them  but 
have  none.  C.F.  Warren,  an  officer  of  the  International  Bank  Note 
Society,  occasionally  sends  me  a short-snor t er . These  cost  less  than 
the  same  note  that  hasn’t  been  written  on. 

In  my  British  collection  I have  the  ten  shillings  of  British  West 
Africa  dated  at  Lagos  in  1941.  On  the  reverse  in  red  ink  are  several 
signatures  of  US  sorvicemont  with  Italian  names,  but  the  one  name  of 
James  M.  Dickerson  stands  out.  A Bank  of  France  10-francs  note  has 
only  one  name  Sgt,  Howard  Hoes  N.  Africa  1943  at  one  end  on  the 
obverse.  A British  Military  Authority  10  shillings  has  on  the  re- 
verse Souvenir  of  Sicily  6-I9-44  Robert  Brognard  and  is  also  signed 
by  James  G.  Bryant,  then  signed  by  Margaret  Stanton  12/7/45/ 
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Mry  Brazil  '20  milreis  note  series  16A  was  apparently  used  as  a 
sailor ' s log.  On  the  reverse  is  a list  of  dates  from  1943  to  1946 
showing  names  of  ships  and  ports  nf  entry.  In  a ten  cent  junk  pack 
at  a dealer's  table  I found  my  pra-l'JWII  Japanese  10  yen  note.  Across 
the  obverse  is  signed  Bill  Cullen  10/5/45  Japan.  My  outfit  was  the 
41st.  Division  and  our  replacements  went  into  Japan  just  after  V J day. 
Bill-  Cullen  entertained  them  there. 

Thirteen  fellows  signed  the  Netherlands  red  one  guilder  note  I have. 
All  were  enlisted  men  and  only  the  last  one  gave  his  address 
Paulding,  Ohio,  Route  2.  On  an  Allied  Military  note,  100  francs  of 
France,  is  writing  in  French.  Translated  it  says,  "A  souvenir  of_my 
good  friend  Mrs.  Doner,  Richard1’  and. dated  in  English  Sept.  16,  19  , 

Reims  France.  The  oriental  characters  on  the  Korean  note  I have  may 
have  been  written  as  a signature  by  a Korean,  or  they  may  not  be 
authentic.  A GI  could  have  just  been  scribbling.

But  I am  a avi 
collector  and  1 picker1  who  enjoys  the  search  as  much  as  the  pn  e o 
ownership,  But  I* d be  glad  to  tell  you  how  I got  started  at  collect- 
currency,  although  my  story  probably  parallels  that  of  at  least  7° 
of  all  the  other  pmcm  members. 


I began  as  a coin  collector  (didn't,  we  all).  For  several  years  I 
had  a monopoly  on  all  the  loose  change  in  the  factory  where  I worked. 
But,  by  the  end  of  1964,  it  seemed  that  everyone  in  the  shop  was 
coming  to  work  with  their  -lunch  in  one  hand  and  a Whitman  coin  folder 
in  the  other.  The  only  'keeper'  or  'semi-key  coin  that  I found  all 
year  was  a 1955-S  penny,  which  I swapped  almost  immediately  tor  an 

egg  salad  sandwich. 

I.  became  very  disenchanted  with  coins,  as  many  low-budget  collectors 
did  at  that  time  and  my  mood  was-  ripe  for  a new  hobby. 

Then  I received  a visit  from  a lady  I worked  with  carrying  three  fl 
notes  in  her  hand.  She  knew  I was  a coin  collector  so  she  assumed 
that  I knew  something  about  currency,  too.  She  was  Wiong. 

"I  have  three  $1  bills  without  "In  Good  We  Trust"  on  the  back",  she 
said.  "My  son-in-law  says  he  heard  the  government  printed  them  oy 
mistake  and  now  the  hanks  are  r scaiiinq ^them  and  paying  $5250  each  or 
them.  Do  you  know  anything  abouu  thsm?" 


I didn't. 


I was  only  mildly  interested  until  later  in  the  day  When  I broke  a 
CIO  bill  and  received  one  in  my  change.

I went  directly  to  the  local  coin  shop.  Knowing  that  the 
a serious  coin  dealer  and  collector,  I assumed  that  he  knew 
about  currency,  too.

"I  really  don't  know",  he  said,  "but  I do  have  a book  on  paper  money 
that  might  shed  some  light  on  it." 

I assumed  that  anyone  who  would 
write  a book  on  currency  must  know  something  • about  currency.  I was 
riqht.  I soon  found  out  that  the  lady's  son-in-law  was  wrong.  I 
felt  the  sharp  pain  of  losing  an  imaginary  $$250  that  I never  really 
had  (plus  the  $$  I spent  on  the  book). 
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I expressed. my  disappointment  in  various  ways.  I sputtered  and 
fumed  at  my  wife*  I thre  the  Donlon  book  across  the  room  and  I vowed 
to  spend  my  motto-less  dollar  as  soon  as  possible. 

My  wif e -reminded  me  that  it  could  have  been  worse.  Suppose,  instead 
of  taking  my  dollar  to  the  coin  dealer,  I had  taken  it  divoctly  to... 
the  bank?  I quickly  reasoned  that  the  price  of  the  book  wa.s  far  less 
than  the  price  of  the  embarrassment..  • 

I wasn't  disappointed  for  long.  1 didn't  fully  appreciate  it  that 
day,  but  my  paper  money  collection  had  begun  - * with  a Donlon 
catalogue  and  a dirty,  crumpled  1935-C  silver'  certificate’. 

It  was  worth  losing  the  $250  to  gain  all  the  pleasure  of  ragpicking 
for  the  past. 7 years.

Standing  on  crutches  before  San  Francisco  Municipal  Court  Judge  Frank 
Shaw  the  young  commercial  artist  pleaded  guilty  to  using  a stolen 
Blue  Cross  insurance  card  to  pay  for  a $843  hip  operation. 

O'Brien  said  he  had  come  to  San  Francisco  from  the  East  hoping  to 
work  as  a commercial  artist. 

But  he  slipped  and  fell  in  his  apartment  at  1123  Sutter  St.,  aggra-. 
vating  an  old  hip  injury  suffered  in  a 1967  hit-run  accident-. 

After  applying  to  several  private  hospitals  and  being  turned  down  due 
to  his  financial  status,  he  said,  he  met  a man  "who  could  get  anything 
for  a price"  and  bought  the  stolen  card  for  $5. 

0 Brien  explained  that  he  had  bypassed  the  county  hospital,  because 
of  his  experience  in  a Boston  public  hospital  where  the  injury  had 
been  treated. 

The  forgery  was  discovered  while  he  was  still  convalescing  at 
Franklin  Hospital  and  he  was  taken  to  jail.  •• 

Judge  Shaw  set  sentencing  and  released  the  pajama-clad  O'Brien  on 
his  own  recognizance.
